road race, the Nationals mark of 74.66 
miles an hour is the record. The marks 
established by Mulford and Hearne were at 
intermediate distances, and therefore not 
entitled to recognition. Mulford averaged 
749 for the frst 205 miles of the Vander- 
bilt, while Hearne’s pace for the same dis- 
tance in the Grand. Prix was at the rate of 
76.09 miles an hour.

‘Possibly this ruling had a lot to do with 
Eddie Hearne changing his mind regarding 
retirement. After the Chicagoan had run 
second in the Grand Prix the story came 
out of Savannah that the little fellow had 
chucked the racing game for keeps, but when 
Hearne reached home last Monday he quietly 
upset this rumor by declaring that he would 
stay for another season with the hope of 
getting the world’s record. He will not take 
part in an extensive campaign, however, 
and he will take part only in one road race, 
the Santa Monica, next May, which is run 
over the course on which Herrick in the 
National made his record.

Starlight has been measured in comparison 
with sunlight and the following results have 
been announced: The light 

Measuring received from a star of the 
Light from fret magnitude like Vega is 
Stars. about one forty-thousandth- 
millionth of the sun's. Young 
places the total starlight received by the 
earth at the value of 3,000 first magnitude 
stars, thus making the- whole starlight to be 
one-sixtieth that of the full moon. Light 
has an actual mechanical pressure, and can 
be measured in the laboratory. It has been 
found that the sun’s light in itself presses 
against the earth with a force something 
like 70,000 tons. As the surface of a sphere 
varies as the square of the radius.and as the 
volume of mass varies as the cube of the 
radius, and as the mechanical! pressure of 
light on the whole surface varies as that 


, surface, and as the force of gravity,varies 


as the mass—if a sphere were made smalier 
and smaller it is easily seen that the pressure 
of light would not decrease so fast as the 
force of gravity; so bodies beyond a curtain 
minuteness could not reach the sun but 
would be repelled by the mechanical force 
of its light.

How to Arrange the Room. 
The scheme made a hit and this is the way 
to arrange the room and to add the reindeer 
team and Santa Claus’ entrance to it.

Of course the 
firebox B should just St into the opening of 
the fireplace, so the back screen E will just 
fit around it.

Santa and His Reindeer. 

For the reindeer team copy off the deer 

shown in the pattern, drawing one square at 
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wire. When a thread was pulled the proces- 
sion came down the wire, stopping be- 
hind the chimney. The chimney wes built 


of sticks and paper, and the fire was in- 


geniously arranged, with red paper, coal, 


and electric lights, while the back of the 
fireplace was made so it could be lifted out. 
After the toy team and Santa had stopped

Raymond McDonalé Alden has given us a 
wonderful story of self-denial in his story 
of “ Why the Chimes Rang. which tells of 
two little brothers and the perfect gift of love 
placed by them on the altar for the Christ 
Child. Children of all ages understand and 
appreciate this story. In this same book Mr. 
Alden has also given us a story which teaches 
a lesson in Christmas giving called fn The 
Great Walled Country.” 

We have a number of Christmas tree stories 
which deal directly with the tree itself. For 
older children and “grownups” two sym- 
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ten are both called by the same name, “ The 
First Christmas Tree.” One is told to us by 
Henry Van Dyke in his Blue Flower,“ the 
other te by Bugene Field and is found in “A 
Little Book of Profitable Tales. 

Andereen’s story of the “ Little Fir 
Tree.” wonderfully written ae it. is, so so sad 
as to be ddpressing for sensitive children. The 
tale has been changed somewhat as it has 
been retolé by Kate D. Wiggins and Nora 
Smith in their book called The Story Hour,“ 
and they call it a Story of the Forest. 


/“The Pine Tree it je called in the adapta- 


tion by Bailey and Lewis, and in the same 
book, “For the Children's Hour.“ we can 
also read another story of the Christmas tree 
which is called How the Fir Tree Became a 
Christmas Tree.”

of the cause of fire." 

Mrs. P. P. Tucker of Dallas, Tex, read a 
paper before the convention in which she 
said: “ America leads the world in the de- 
struction of life and property through loss 
by fire. The fire waste of this country aver. 
ages $250,000.000 a year; a loss of $30,000 for 
each hour. The loss per capita in America ig 
$2.51, as against 33 cents in W coun- 
tries.“ 

The women of the Texas federation dis- 
cussed the advisability of passing laws call- 
ing for a severe penalty whenever a fire 
ocourred. They argue that practically every 
fire is preventable.

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THE LONG HAND OF THE CZAR 
_ INAMERICA ‘by Colonel V Nied e 


Late Chief of the Russian foreign Secret Service 
Translated 4 EU [VAN Y NARODNY Ih Thustrabions from Photography 
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2 SI LOOK BACK upon my career in 
the Russian Secret Service, I am 
unable to understand how I could 
have continued so long in a profes- 
Sion, Which though glorified with a 
high-sounding name, is, I am now 
convinced, the lowest and most de- 
grading of occupations. It was only 
a year ago.that my eyes were opened, 
that I, so long blind, saw ‘things as they are. How 
my conscience was aroused, and why I abandoned 
the luerative office I had built up with so much 
labor, will appear later. 

In 1892, I left the Cadet Corps in Moseow, and 
became a lieutenant in the Preobrashensky Regiment 
in St. Petersburg. It is one of those Russian guard 
regiments, whose officers have to associate with the 
most fashionable society in the city. As my father 
was only a poor country clergyman, I soon found 
that I was not able to hold that position among my 
messmates which I coveted. Most of the latter 
were the sons of great officials, prominent statesmen 
or rich nobles, and were thus able to go into society. 
Befére me, there were only years of unrelieved 
monotony; and, as the pay was only a hundred 
rubles a month and the hkelihood of promotion 
very slight, I resolved after three years of serv- 
ice to retire and to make a career in some other 
calling. 

About this time the secret service, which is called 
by us the Géndarmery Corps, was reorganized; and 
as it seemed to offer an excellent chance of advance- 
ment, I enlisted. In justice to myself, I must say 
that I had no conception of what was before me. I 
knew that it would be my duty to investigate polit- 
ical crimes; but of what such ‘crimes principally 


consisted, I, who had been trained to obey orders 
without questioning, had not the remotest idea. I 
was entirely ignorant of the criminal attitude of the 
government toward the people, and of the treacher- 
ous methods incident to my new profession. 

[ was first assigned to the city of Riga. My 
duties were mainly clerical, and were very monot- 
onous. When I heard my colleagues recount their 
experiences — tales of seareh and capture, of the 
long trail and hair-breadth escapes — I longed for 
activity. To run down a political criminal seemed, 
after all, not so different frem catching a common 
criminal, And after I had been persuaded by my 
superior, Governor Zinovieff, that, on the activity 
of the Gendarmery depended not ‘only the throne, 
but also the safety of the empire, I began to be a 
very enthusiastie spy.

This was not long 
in coming, for the country was full of revolution- 
ists; and before four years had elapsed, I had at- 
tracted the attention of Colonel Koshko, the head 
of the secret service in the’ Baltic Provinees. At 
that time, there were unrest and many strikes in the 
Universities and other educational institutions, and 
our attention was attracted. 

At the end of my first three years of service, my 
principal duty was searching the houses, or rooms, 
of suspects; This was nearly always done between 
midnight and five o’clock in the morning. Usually, 


I was accompanied by from ten to fifteen subor- 


dinates — gendarmes, policemen, clerks and spies. 

As I was fortified by the conviction of duty, I 

seldom allowed my sympathies to sway me from my 

course. I witnessed many heart-rending scenes, and 

these I now recall with horror. Often, we had to 
break down the doors;

search for the accused, 
or for forbidden liter- 
ature, we were sur- 
rounded by weeping 
women or children, who 
vainly implored us to 
be merciful.

Maybe, Harrington Emerson, effi- 
cleney engineer, had this in mind — 
though he did not say so — when he 
stated: “What we want is eommon- 
sense applied to the man of ability 
who employs labor and capital. Then, 
labor will fare better, with less risk; 
and the commonwealth will fare bet- 
ter, with less damage to its highway of progress.” 

Mr. Emerson is the man who eaused a 
sensation when he stated that a million 
dollars a day could be saved by the rail- 
roads of the United States, if those in 
authority would apply commonsense in 
their management. An examination made 
by him of one hundred thousand workmen 
showed that thirty per cent of their 
efficiency was wasted; and he also makes 
the remarkable statement that men of 
ability get only thirty per cent of the 
results they should get, from their 
handling of capital.

The remedy? In this case, it seems, 
we have to go back to “scientific man- 
agement,” east up a fair average of 
what real expenses are, add this to 
the men’s salaries, and require them 
to pay their own expenses. Unusual 
expenses would, of course, require 
special treatment. General practice 
of this suggestion would, I believe, 
increase the respect of traveling men 
for the management, and eliminate an 
old sore spot in the eanvassing field. 

A firm of national reputation, en- 
gaged in the manufacture of under- 
clothing, had spent the entire spring 
three or four years ago, as usual, in 
getting out its stock of summer goods, 
the sale of which should have been at 
its height in May. The eastern ele- 
ments, however, sardonically went 
aglee, and May came and went with 
cold rains, which continued up to. the 
middle of June. The public clung to 
its woolens, and was not a bit inter- 
ested in summer lingerie. The com- 
pany referred to went into the hands 
of a receiver, notwithstanding its rep- 
utation for solidity — in its greed for 
quick unnatural profits, it had been 
so poorly organized that it could not 
withstand even a month’s storm. 

This firm, at the first sign of 
stringency, followed the usual course 
of going over its payrolls. with a 
microscope, cutting down wages and 
salaries as radically as the men would 
stand,. and discharged every one it 
thought it eould dispense with. It 
wauld be difficult to find a more impa- 
tient and disloyal set of workmen 
than the receiver inherited. Last of 
all, do many employers think of de- 
creasing cost of manufacture, or of 
reducing the visible size of their 
product. 

A new man, of really exceptional 
competence, was employed to manage 
a department in a large inting 
house. One day he ordered a change 
made in the unusual treatment given to 
a booklet. The foreman remarked 
that this had been ordered by the cus- 
tomer. “When I want any informa- 
tion from you, I III ask for it!” said 
the manager. “You do as you are 
told!” When the job was delivered, 
it was refused by the customer, and 
had to be reprinted. The company 
lost four hundred dollars. This same 
manager was subsequently discharged, 
for ineompetence and “knowing too 
much.” 

As the foregoing shows, one of the 
causes of differences with employees 
is the lack of confidence shown in 
them. Employers admit that the chief 
outlay in their business is for labor; 
and yet they will go to no end of 
effort to prevent their “labor end” 
from knowing anything about the 
changes or improvements they have in 
contemplation. In many cases, this 
aloofness is so extreme as to be ridic- 
ulous. It is generally based on a 
false dignity, a belief that it is none 
of the workmen’s business, and, there- 
fore, tha they have no right to know 
about * except such few 

information as may be 
tossed to them from their employer’s 
table. Sometimes this attitude is, of 
course, wise; but natural interest is 


reference to it were given respectful 
consideration. 

One firm I know of posted a notice 
that it would pay five dollars for any 
suggestion made by any employee 
that was found feasible and should be 
adopted; these suggestions to go di- 
rect to the general manager, thus 
avoiding possible jealousy between 
workman and foreman. At once, 
every one of the hundreds of em- 
ployees became a student of the busi- 
ness, instead of a mere automaton, 
and fired in suggestions. Many of 
these were valuable, and were acted 
upon. Indeed, the company has con- 
tinued the practice indefinitely, and 
has realized far more in savings 
effected by these improvements than 
the cost of five dollars a suggestion; 
to say nothing of the increased inter- 
est the employees have in their work. 
In fact, several worthy promotions 
have resulted from this stimulus. 

How much more productive this is 
of real advancement, both in the per- 
sonal relationship of employer and 
employee, and in the substantial 
progress of the business, than the meth- 
ods of those institutions which, 
instead of eultivating originality, think 
that lasting success ean be attained by 
merely copying their more progressive 
competitors ! 

A workman made an error that cost 
the house two or three hundred dol- 
lars. “Fire him!” said the manager. 
“That would, be a mistake,” replied 
the foreman; “for he will never do 
that again, and his successor might.” 
The man was retained, and became 
one of the best and most accurate men 
in his line that the company ever had. 

It is quite a common custom to dis- 
charge an employee instantly, if he 
should make a serious mistake. It is 
almost certain that no man will ever 
repeat a serious blunder, unless he is 
chronically careless. It is not fear of 
discharge that makes one careful. 

A well known publisher waxed 
wroth over the persistent refusal of 
his editor to discharge an assistant, 
who was prone to make errors in mat- 
ters of detail. The editor replied: 
J can catch and correct his mistakes, 
so as to save the publication from any 
embarrassment. on that account; but, 
if you insist upon discharging him, I 
ean not supply the lack of his valu- 
able imagination and originality in 
bigger things.” The publisher was 
finally convinced; when the editor 
left, some two or three years later, 
the careless one was put in his place, 


where, with accurate assistants, he | 


made a noteworthy success. 

One general manager in a large in- 
stitution, whose duties were so multi- 
farious that he was unable to keep 
track of the details, rebuked a petty 
foreman for seeming idleness. As it 
happened, the work was of such a 
character that he had often to stand 
by, doing nothing. The latter, to the 
official’s amazement, picked up a 
wrench and, with a volley of pro- 
fanity, ordered him out of the room. 
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the manner in which an employee 
should perform his duty, and the eul- 
tivation of more amiable mutual rela- 
tions. Notwithstanding our govern- 
ment’s refusal to consider proposals 
to establish a civil pension list, 
municipalities have long sinee seen its 
advisability: i. e., for policemen, fire- 
men, and, in some places, for teachers. 
Carnegie has established a fund of 
millions to pension superannuated 
college professors, and no end of 
business institutions have established, 
or are establishing, provision for 
employees after they have been in 
their service for a stipulated period; 
while there is an ever growing appre- 
ciation of the fact that better light 
and ventilation, and more cheerful 
surroundings, both in and out of the 
factory, or other place of work, will 
bring augmented productive capacity 
among the workers, and tend to fore- 
stall costly labor disputes. 

Sentiment in business does pay, 
even when actuated by a merely sordid 
motive. 
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Gorky, however, much impressed by 
the seores of newspaper reporters, 
talked but little with his countrymen.

Moreover, the majority of the news- 
papers were so much in sympathy with 
Gorky that it seemed as if nothing 
could influence them to take up a sean- 
dalous story. Zeller, with the aid of 
my New York manager, Mr. M., then 
hired a certain newspaper agent, R., 
and supplied him with pictures of 
Gorky’s first wife and children, and 
also with some other facts. Mean- 
while Baron Rosen in Washington did 
his diplomatic best to influence Presi- 
dent Roosevelt not to receive Gorky. 
Miss J., an ardent Russian sympa- 
thizer, had gone to Washington to 
pave the way for Gorky’s reception at 
the White House. The President 
seemed then to be very sympathetic, 
and said he would be glad to meet 
Gorky, Tchaikovsky and Narodny. 
The next day, however, Miss J. was 
told that the President had seen the 
Russian Ambassador and had decided 
that it would not be proper to see the 
revolutionary emissaries. 

The dinner to Gorky at Number 3 
Fifth avenue took place; and Zeller, 
in the role of a newspaper man, wit- 
nessed the culmination of Gorky's 
glory, when he signed the appeal writ- 
ten by R. Hunter, which was to be 
seattered all over the country. For 
some reason, this appeal was not to be 
published until two days later. The 
next evening, Gorky, with Madame 
Andrieva, attended a Socialist recep- 
tion in his honor at the Grand Central 
Palace.

There were 
present a large number of literary 
people, many reporters, and last, but 
not least, several spies. The latter 
were not idle.

an independent foreign office, with

The Russian foreign secret service 
was, and is still, under the supervision 
of the various ambassadors and con- 
suls. The latter are, in fact, more 
concerned with the watching of polit- 
ical refugees and the enemies of the 
autocracy, than with their official 
diplomatic or commercial duties. I 
know positively that Mr. Lodishensky, 
the former Russian Consul General in 
New York, spent twice as much for 
espionage as in connection with his 
regular consular activities. 

Mr. Plehve was so much interested 
in my proposition that he invited me 
to come and discuss the matter. The 
third day after receiving his dispatch 
in Riga, I arrived in St. Petersburg, 
and called immediately on him at his 
residence. Our talk was of a very in- 
timate character, and resulted in a per- 
sonal interview with the Czar being 
arranged for me. His Majesty re- 
ceived me kindly, declared himself to 
be greatly impressed by my plans and 
authorized me to establish branches of 
the Secret Service abroad, with head- 
quarters in Berlin. I was to be inde- 
pendent of the supervision of the am- 
bassadors and consuls and was in- 
structed to report the doings of the 
highest officials of the country, not 
even excepting the members of the im- 
perial family. With half a million 
rubles to begin, I was permitted to 
draw freely upon the secret funds of 
the government. 

In about a week, I left Russia and 
arrived in Berlin. I had a Russian 
passport in the name of Baron Grue- 
dener, as whom I was known during 
my career abroad. 

Speaking German, French and 
English fluently, I was not much wor- 
ried about my new duties, After a 
few days in Berlin, I called on Count 
Moltke with a letter from Plehve, 
and was received with great polite- 
ness. The German Police Chief lived 
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Cullen introduced him fo me as his | 
colleague, and I asked him for the 
names of the Congressmen who were 
in sympathy with the Russian “reds,” 

“Sulzer and his gang,” he replied. | 
“Goldfogle and Parsons, also, take a 
lively interest in the Russian move- 
ment; but I think Bob La Follette is 
the most dangerous.” | 

I remained in Washington with Mr. | 
Cullen for two weeks, and we dis- | 
cussed every aspect of espionage. He 
hired two men from the Secret Serv. 
ice for me; and I sent two of my reg- 
ular agents to assist them. My assist- 
ant Maikel had an office somewhere in 
B street (Number 307 or Number 
311), N. E., and did all the clerical 
work. The other fellow, Kosloff, was 
instructed to mingle with foreigners 
at the hotels, and in other publie 
places. The three American agents 
handled practically all the diplomatie 
congressional and newspaper machi- 
nations. Our Washington campaign 
cost the Russian government about 
three thousand dollars a month. 

After completing my arrangements 
in. Washington, I returned to New 
York, where I established a perma- 
nent central office. I hired fifteen 
agents from the best New York detec- 
tive bureaus, and I rented an office at 
Fifth avenue and Thirty-Third street. 
I ealled it “The International Export 
and Import Agency”; but after three | 
weeks, we changed the name to “The 
Russian Export and Import Agency.”
